1. Old Business

1A. Submission of the minutes of the September 27, 2013 Architectural Licensing Board
Meeting; for review and approval. Mr. Jeter noted the following corrections to the
minutes; on page three (3), under Agenda Item 2(A), the sentence shall read “Ms.

1B. Continuation of discussion concerning Letter dated January 3, 2013 from Anthony
L. D’Andrea, Chairman, Board of Examiners for Professional Engineers and Land
Surveyors; for discussion by the Board. Mr. Schwane addressed the Board and noted
he was contacted by the Departments’ Legal Staff Department Head, Ms. Elisa Nahas
and participated in a meeting with her and Mr. Richard Maloney, the Director of the
Trade Practices Division. Subsequent to this meeting, Mr. Schwane contacted Mr.
Peter Huntsman, the Board Council from the Office of the Attorney General to review
the general issues of the this matter and to clarify their role in this case. Mr. Schwane
was instructed to then contact Mr. Anthony D’ Andrea, Chairman of the Engineer’s
Board. He placed a call and is waiting for a return call to discuss this matter with him.
Mr. Schwane will then contact Mr. Jeter to further evaluate this case. Mr. Schwane will
keep Mr. Jeter informed of any necessary developments along the way.

2E. Complaint Report from the Trade Practices Division concerning Complaints
associated with the Architectural Licensing Board; for the Board’s review. Ms. Briggs
noted that the report’s format appears to be what the Board has been asking for. The
information contained herein addresses the Board’s concerns. Further, the Board
wants to confirm that this report accurately represents all outstanding cases pending
before the licensing Board’s investigative staff. Mr. Kuzmich will relay this
information to the Department.

2F. Update from the Department’s Legal Staff regarding any Board issues or otherwise.

1. Regarding the proposed Regulation change pertaining to Electronic Seals, Mr.
Schwane informed the Board that on November 15, 2013, the Regulation changes were
sent to the Governor’s Office for their review as a part of their approval process. It was
noted that both the Engineer’s Board and the Landscape Architects have had similar
regulation changes approved in the recent past.

As an aside, Mr. Schwane noted that the Governor issued an Executive Order for all
Department s to review their existing Regulations to ensure that they are clear,
comprehensive, business friendly, and promote commerce in the State. Mr. Schwane
detailed the position of the Governor’s Office regarding any proposed changes to
Regulations and the impact of these changes on the State’s business climate.

The Board discussed, in general terms, their concern that this Board’s Regulation

changes are consistent and as up-to-date as their counterparts in the Department and
the need to streamline the process to make the changes more expedient.

1. Ms. Harp Jones asked the Board consider opening conversation at their next meeting
agenda regarding allowing Examination Candidates to begin the examination process
prior to completing NCARB’s Intern Development Program requirements

Ms. Jones noted that one of their member firms, Centerbrook Architects, has a very
successful history with their Interns following this process. This firm encourages their
Intern- employees to get licensed in another jurisdiction so that they can be allowed to
test immediately after graduation and then apply for Connecticut licensing by
reciprocity.

At the request of the Board, Ms. Jones will invite a representative from Centerbrook
Architects to address the Board on this topic at their next meeting. She also noted that
AJA/CT endorses this path to licensure while in recognition of the fact that they offer
very comprehensive review courses for examination candidates.

Mr. Hurd and other Board member requested that Mr. Kuzmich request data from the
NCARB and surrounding States that participate in this process. Specifically, he
wonders what the time frame is for these candidates from date of graduation to
passing the Architectural Registration Examination.

2. The Board congratulated Mr. Barkin and wished him well with his new position

with the State of Connecticut as Chief Architect for the Department of Administrative
Services, Division of Construction Services.
